Dr.  Hafen  came  to  BYU  in  1954 
after  30  years  as  state  historian 
of  Colorado.  In  that  position  he 
did  historical  research  and  writing, 
edited  the  Colorado  Magazine,  lec- 
tured. erected  historical  markers, 
and  directed  the  State  Museum.  In 
collaboration  with  his  wife  he 
wrote  the  school  history  of  the 
state,  which  is  now  in  its  third 
edition. 

HE  TOOK  his  B.A.  degree  at 
BYU  in  1961,  M.A.  at  University 
of  Utah  in  1919,  and  Ph.D.  at  Uni- 
versity of  California  in  1924.  He 
has  taught  also  at  University  of 
Denver.  University  of  Colorado  and 
the  University  of  Glasgow,  Scot- 
land. 

Through  the  years  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Hafen  have  gathered  several  thou- 
sand volumes  of  important  books 
of  Western  Americana  which  have 
been  presented  to  the  BYU  Library. 

DR.  HAFEN  has  written  some 
200  articles  in  periodicals,  encyclop- 
edias. and  dictionaries  in  addition 
to  scores  of  book  reviews.  Books 


of  which  he  has  been  author,  co- 
author, or  editor  now  number  over 
40.  His  college  textbook  on  Western 
America  is  in  its  third  edition. 

The  most  impressive  work  is  the 
15-volume  series,  “The  Far  West 
and  the  Rockies”  which  he  pre- 
pared with  the  assistance  of  his 
wife.  He  recently  wrote  the  histori- 
cal narrative  for  a Columbia  record 
album  on  “The  Mormon  Pioneers.” 
Two  volumes  of  his  new  series, 
“Mountain  Men  and  the  Fur  Trade 
of  the  Far  West.”  were  published 
in  1965  and  a third  will  appear  in 
next  month.

THE  HEARINGS  WILL  take 
place  in  room  347  of  the  Wilkinson 
Center  Wednesday  from  1 to  4 p.m. 
and  Thursday  and  Friday  from  1 
to  5 p.m. 

According  to  Allan  Williams, 
chairman  of  the  World  Affairs  Com- 
mittee and  senior  from  Scottsdale 
Ariz.,  the  hearings  are  being  pre- 
sented to  give  the  studentbcdy  an 
opportunity  to  hear  both  sides  of 
the  Viet  Nam  problem  and  gain 
deeper  insight  into  the  issues  in- 
volved. 

THE  COMMITTEE  hearings,

The  nomination  for  class  officers  con- 
ducted during  the  past  week  and  probably 
extending  until  this  \\  ednesday  has  been  a 
dramatic  example  of  BTIj  apathy  tow  aid 
student  elections  of  any  type.  j. 

Despite  recent  displays  and  events  by 
the  various  classes  and  several  articles  in 
the  Daily  t.'niverse,  only  18  pe»I’le  had  filed 
itor  20  offices  by  the  time  of  the  Election 
Committee  deadline  on  Friday  afternoon. 

After  the  deadline  had  twice  licen  post- 
poned, there  were  still  several  assembly 
offices  in  the  classes  that  had  not  lieen  filed 
for,  and  at  least  five  candidates  were  run- 
ning unopposed.  . 

Criticism  has  been  given  in  the  lettei 
to  the  editor  columns  of  this  newspaper 
about  the  increasing  powers  of  government 
in  regulating  individual  lives  and  the  grow- 
th and  dominance  of  the  executive  portion 
of  government.  . . 

Yet  few,  if  any,  of  these  same  critici- 
zers  of  government  at  various  levels  have 
filed  for  class  office  nominations.  Blatant 
criticism  when  accompanied  by  apathy  a.s 
serious  as  the  situation  now  is  in  the  BYU 
class  office  elections  is  an  indication  oi  a 
dangerous  condition. 

Many  of  the  General  Authorities  who 
have  spoken  at  devotional  assemblies  here 
have  urged  participation  in  governn^nt  and 
politics  by  Church  members.  Even  Tuesday 
Elder  Alvin  II.  Dyei*  mentioned  the  im- 
portance of  Church  members  having  oppos- 
ing political  viewpoints. 


Tlie  apparent  fact  that  many  BYU 
students  are  ready  and  willing  to  criticize 
student  government,  yet  are  not  willing  to 
do  something  alxiut  it  by  either  siippoiting 
candidates  for  office  or  running  themselt, 

is  a very  serious  charge.  .... 

If  such  a condition  exists,  it  could  de- 
finitely undennine  other  areas  of  the  BYU 
campus  life  and  set  up  the  possibility  of 
persons  taking  student  office  who  have  only 
their  own  interests  and  personal  gam  in 

™'”'*if  the  present  apathy  in  the  class  of- 
fice race  continues,  ASBYU  officers  will  de- 
finitely have  to  take  steps  to  correct  the 
critical  situation.  Final  elections  with  on  y 
one  candidate  running  unopposed  would 
certainly  be  a farce  and  a burlesque  of  the 
BYU  student  government  processes. 

There  are  several  courses  of  acDon 
which  appear  open.  ASBYU  President  Bob 
Christiansen  has  been  considering  whether 
or  not  class  officers  are  necessary  at  BYU. 
Many  universities  liave  done  away  with  the 
class  officer  system  and  replaced  it  wiUi  a 
limited  but  successful  committee  system. 

Naturally,  ASBYU  student  leaders 
would  not  like  to  see  any  form  of  student 
leadership  dissolved  where  they  could  be 
effectively  working  and  providing  student 
leadership.  But  if  the  present  apathy  con- 
tinues and  extends  itself  into  the  student- 
body  elections,  serious  measures  must  be 
considered.

Plan  Research  Plant  Says  Dyer 


PROVO  (AP)— Plans  of  a light 
manufacturing,  research  and  de- 
velopment corporation  to  locate  in 
Provo  were  heard  today  by  the 
Provo  City  Commission. 

Dr.  Bill  J.  Pope  and  Dr.  Duane 
M.  Horton-  both  of  the  BYU 
Chemical  Engineering  Dept,  dis- 
closed their  intentions  to  locate 
their  proposed  Mega-Products 
Research  Corporation  plant  in 
Provo  and  asked  the  Commission 
to  recommend  city  property  suit- 
able for  a long-term  lease. 

Dr.  Pope  said  the  plans  include 
the  outlay  of  $100,000  capital  to 
construct  the  facility  which  would 
employ  seven  persons  during  the 
first  year  and  a maximum  of  40 
during  subsequent  years. 

Most  of  the  labor  will  be  drawn 
from  BYU,  he  said,  necessitating 
a location  close  to  the  campus 


noise  or  smoke,  he  said,  and 
will  use  a relatively  small  a- 
mount  of  raw  materials. 


The  firm  is  scheduled  for  in- 
corporation on  April  6,  Pope  add- 
ed. 


“Members  of  the  Church  are 
not  controlled  robots,”  said  Elder 
Alvin  R.  Dyer  in  BYU’s  Tuesday 
Devotional  Assembly. 


Provo  City  Mayor  Verl  Dixon 
expressed  his  approval  of  the 
plans  and  recommended  a site 
East  of  the  Provo  River  and 
South  of  Riverside  Country  Club 
because  of  its  proximity  to  BYU. 

Dixon  also  asked  City  Com- 
missioner Ray  Murdock  to  check 
with  the  planning  commission  for 
possible  zone  changes  for  the  pro- 
perly so  that  a long-term  lease 
can  be  negotiated. 


He  also  pointed  out  that  dif- 
ferences of  opinions  within  the 
Church  are  to  be  expected  be- 
cause of  the  freedom  of  opinion 
which  members  have.  He  further 
said,  “It  does  not  prove  that  a 
man  is  not  good  if  he  errs  in 
the  doctrine  of  the  Church.’ 


ELDER  DYER  also  said  that 
the  Church  has  its  greatest  pow- 
er in  a united  priesthood  and  that 
members  of  the  Church  should 
take  counsel  from  the  Lord  when 
He  said  that  they  should  heed  His 
voice  and  listen  to  instructions 
from  His  appointed  prophets.
